Bull Durham must he withdrawn 
entirely from the general mark t and 
from the tobacco kits tim! we have 
he?n supplying to our soldiers th -ough 
the tobacco fund, which your good 
newspaper has been running. 
“in turning over to the govern­ 
ment our entire output of Bull Dur­ 
ham. we have hut , n regret, that, 
large as our output is. we cannot sim ­ 
ply the demands to take car0 of ail 
requirements.
